Acknowledgements 



1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendments received 22 December 2009. 

2. This action has been assigned paper number 20 1 00305 for reference purposes only. 

3. Claims 24-32, 35, 37-39, 42, and 43 are pending. 

4. Claims 24-32, 35, 37-39, 42, and 43 have been examined. 

5. Claims 24, 37, and 43 are amended by the Examiner herein as indicated below. 

6. Claims 24-32, 35, 37-39, 42, and 43 as amended are allowed. 



7. An Examiner's amendments to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

8. Authorization for this Examiner's amendment was given in a telephonic interview with 
Robert Maier (USPTO Registration No. 54,291) on or about 12 March 2010.

Reasons for Allowance 



10. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

1 1 . Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be understood 
in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 1340, 62 USPQ2d 
1151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret the claimed terms as found 
on pages 1-32 of the specification. Clearly almost all the general terms in the claims may have 
multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is susceptible to various meanings, ... the 
inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. Using these definitions for the claims, the 
claimed invention was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

12. The primary reference Furuhashi (U.S. 6,029,887) discloses as previously discussed. 
Furuhashi however does not teach at least "said integrated circuit device configured with an 
upper cumulative offline transaction amount data element of the MasterCard Chip specification, 
said upper cumulative offline transaction amount is used to store said pre-authorized balance" 
and "configuring said integrated circuit device to perform said transaction in an existing point of 
sale integrated circuit card reader compliant with at least one of the EMV '96 integrated circuit 
card and the EMV 2000 integrated circuit card specifications." Moreover, the missing claimed 
elements from Furuhashi are not found in a reasonable number of references. Yet even if the 
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missing claimed elements were found in a reasonable number of references, a person of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made would not have been motivated to include 
these missing elements in an embodiment in the Furuhashi disclosure because: the MasterCard 
Chip specification teaches that a limit, not a balance is to be stored in the upper cumulative 
offline transaction amount data element.
